We  are  paying  the  cost  for  major  changes  in 
leadership  in  the  past  and  the  development  of  necessary  trust  levels  to  build  a  strong  and  effective  team.  Yet,  we  believe  that  we 
had  to  make  those  decisions  that  would  accomplish  a  change  in  the  work  culture  toward  success  of  the  whole  College  over  the 
coming  years;  and,  to  organize  an  effective  and  highly  productive  team  that  could  build  strength  in  the  management  and  transac- 
tional areas  of  the  College.  Most  importantly,  we  believe  we  must  continue  to  build  scholarship  and  academic  excellence  in  the 
programs  and  teaching  learning  methodologies  across  the  curriculum. 

We  have  received  a  tremendous  amount  of  support  from  the  area  Universities  and  Colleges,  businesses  and  industries  and  from 
our  legislators  over  the  past  academic  year.  We  are  a  stronger  institution  than  we  might  have  been  in  the  past;  and,  we  are  a  Col- 
lege preparing  for  a  great  future.

Roxbury  Community  College  now  has  a  working  agreement  with  Dimock  educational  programs  and  a  burgeoning  re- 
lationship with  the  Longwood  medical  area. 

Informative  and  frank  legislative  briefings,  consistent  building  of  relationships  and  connectedness  with  the  decision  makers  in 
Boston  and  the  Commonwealth  has  improved  the  chances  to  grow  and  make  needed  progress. 

The  new  Bookstore  is  a  major  achievement  of  Roxbury  Community  College  as  is  the  current  building  of  a  $15M  Track  and  Ath- 
letic Center  for  our  students,  the  community  and  the  state  high  school  track  teams.  We  are  building  two  additional  lots  for  stu- 
dent parking.  I  am  pleased  to  note  these  successes,  as  well  as  to  anticipate  more  to  come.  History  will  show  that  Academic  Year 
'94  was  Roxbury  Community  College's  most  productive  year  in  building  and  expansion  of  much  needed  capital.
